The legislation given final 
c o n g r e s s i o n a l 
a p p r o v a l 
M onday contains few er special 
interest am endm ents than m ost 
m a jo r 
tax 
b ills 
but 
still 
m anages to provide benefits to 
the elderly, 
independent 
oil 
drillers, a handful of chicken 
farm ers, and businesses which 
hire m ore em ployes this year 
than last. 
C arter is expected to sign the 
bill, which he requested as an 
econom ic stim ulus m easure in 
Jan u ary . The econom y began 
recovering before the bill could 
w ade through Congress, howe­ 
ver, and its m ajo r feature — a 
$50 per person tax rebate — was 
dropped 
The bill still contains $9.1 
billion in tax 
relief for in­ 
dividuals over the rest of this 
fiscal y ear and next, and $3.2 
billion for business 
Tax form s for the 1977 tax 
y ear will be greatly sim plified.

MADRID, Spain (UPI) 
Most Basque workers today 
heeded a plea by their labor 
unions and returned to work, 
ending a strike and a series of 
protests that sparked five days 
of political violence 
The region's m ain labor 
unions Monday night appealed 
to the workers to end the work 
stoppage and protests because 
continued unrest and violence 
could jeopardize Spain's first 
free elections in 41 years 
The appeal cam e after at 
least 500,(K)<) Basques walked 
off their jobs Monday to protest 
alleged police brutality 
The 
strike paralyzed most parts of 
the highly industrialized north­ 
ern region and led to new 
clashes with police. 
Five civilians have died and 
scores of persons have been 
injured since Thursday, when 
police 
hegan 
enforcing 
a 
government ban on demonstra 
tions for the release of Spain’s 
last remaining political priso­ 
ners.

prisoners are Basques accused 
or convicted of terrorism The 
Basque political parties that 
spoasored the protests insist 
the prisoners must be freed 
before the official start of the 
election campaign May 24 The 
election is scheduled for June

In Madrid, tens of thousands 
of industrial workers stopped 
work to back the Basque cause 
In Barcelona, left wing youths 
damaged city buses and erect- 
ed street barricades 
The labor unions called for an

MIAMI (UPI) - An $80 relay 
sw itch “ m isrea d ” electrical 
signals at a nuclear power plant 
Monday while Florida’s brand 
new fail-safe system against 
power failures was shut down 
for adjustm ents and it blacked 
out much of South Florida for 
seven hours. 
More than 2.5 million persons 
in a 10,000-souare mile radius 
were affected by the failure. 
Scores 
of 
persons 
w ere 
trapped in stalled elevators. 
Traffic lights failed, causing 
hundreds of minor accidents. 
Air conditioning systems shut 
down in steam y 81-degree heat. 
Stores, offices, factories and 
schools were left without light 
Pumps at some w ater purifica­ 
tion plants stopped, bringing 
urgent calls to coaserve w ater 
in some areas and warnings to 
boil tap w ater in others. 
While firemen and rescue 
workers raced from one em er­ 
gency to another and doctors in 
one hospital performed open 
heart surgery by flashlight, 
eight persons huddled in an 
elevator trapped between floors 
at 
a 
32-story 
Miami 
bank 
building 
Attorney 
Richard 
Wassen- 
berg managed to force the 
elevator doors open and the 
occupants jumped six feet to 
safety. 
“It was a scary experience,” 
Norma Lightbourn, 51, said 
after getting out of the elevator 
a t the downtown B iscayne 
Building. “I wouldn’t want to go 
through it again.” 
Seven hours after the initial 
power failure, a Florida Power 
& Light Co 
spokesman said 
service had been "essentially 
re sto re d ” 
throughout 
the 
system but 12 hours after the 
failure, the spokesman said 
“There are still seven sections 
in Miami without power, a 
section being anything from a 
few homes to some apartm ent 
buildings.” 
It was the worst power failure 
#in Florida since 1973, when an 
eight-hour blackout hit most of 
the state on two successive 
days. Ironically, a new grid 
system designed to avert such 
chain-reaction accidents 
has 
just been completed and was 
tested during the past week, but 
it had been taken down for 
further adjustm ent 
Monday. 
The relay failure at 10:15 
a m 
shut down one of two 
nuclear generating plants at 


Turkey Point; 25 miles south of 
Miami 
The second nuclear 
generator there already was 
down for refueling. 
W'hen the overload from the 
loss of the nuclear reactor hit 
two oil-fired g en erato rs a t 
T urkey 
P oint, 
autom atic 
switching equipment shut them 
down. 
Within 10 minutes, Florida 
Power & Light’s third nuclear 
plant near Fort Pierce also 
automatically shut down, and 
with its oil-fired generator at 
Fort 
L auderdale shut 
for 
overhaul, it eliminated more 
than 
a 
third 
of 
FP& L ’s 
generating capacity.

Monday night declared a state 
of emergency in the community 
because of a shortage of water. 
The Portage County village, 
with a population of 450, has 
about 30 wells, all of which are 
dry. 
village officials said the 
community’s w ater table has 
been dropping for several 
months and that no one knows 
why. 
Authorities have been 
trying to determine for several 
months where the water is 
going but without success. 
Officials said drinking water 
is low and that there is a 
problem of sufficient water for 
sanitarrv purposes and fire 
fighting 
The 
D isaster 
Services 
Agency is attempting to have 
water brought into the com­ 
munity. The Borad of Trustees 
in Franklin Township, which 
surrounds Brady Lake, said a 
portion of the township also is 
having w ater problems and a 
state of emergency may be 
declared for that area.

The senseless destruction of city property at 
Salem’s parks last week causes us to shake our 
heads in wonder 
We can ask "w hy?” but will not receive a 
sensible answer There never is a plausible 
excuse for vandalism, and yet it is constantly 
with us 
Jealousy is one answer given sometimes. The 
individual who commits the act is jealous 
because he or she dot's not have a nice car, for 
example, so why should anyone else own one 
The list could go on and on, and could be related 
to the damage to the tennis courts at Centennial 
Park It could be the vandals do not play tennis 
and do not want anyone else to enjoy something 
they cannot. But what of the broken tree? 
Everyone can look at a tree and enjoy it 
We feel it must go much deeper There must be 
a 
sickness of the mind. 
Why 
else 
could 
destruction provide a thrill0 
To lash out at those responsible editorially is 
almost useless. They will not take time to read 
these words, and if they did, they will not heed 
them They have no conscience, or they could not 
act in the manner they did 
If only they could see themselves for what they 
really are, if only they could realize how small 
they are in stature in the eyes of the public.

Price Of Poverty 


The price of poverty has just gone up $350. 
A typical nonfarm American family of four 
with an income of less than $5,580 a year is now 
considered poor, says the U.S. I„abor Depart­ 
ment In 1976, the official poverty level was 
$5,500 for the same hypothetical family. 
It also costs $241 more than it did last year for 
an urban family of four to maintan an “ austere” 
standard of living. The department estimates the 
no-frills budget at slightly more than $10,000. 
Anything above that is sheer gravy — though 
don’t tell that to the family earning $16,236, the 
new “ moderate” standard of living income. 
The reason, of course, is that old bugaboo 
called inflation, which like Alice in Wonderland, 
keeps us all running harder just to stay in the 
same place 
Tennis Courts And Constituion

WASHINGTON 
— William 
Froxmire of Wisconsin, the 
Senate’s top seeded hell-raiser, 
took off the other day on the 
topic of tennis courts lie swept 
game, set and match. 


The senator awarded 
his 
Golden Fleece for May to the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities “ for making a $2,- 
500 grant to Arlington County, 
Virginia, to study why people 
are rude, ill-mannered, cheat 
and lie on the local tennis 
courts .” The grant, he said, 
was also to determine “ why 
tennis players hog the courts 
and become frustrated when 
they have to wait to play.” 


Reading from the sponsors’ 
application for the grant, Prox 
mire said the county proposed: 
(1) to hire the consulting serv­ 
ices of a professor of sociology, 
(2» to hire the consulting ser­ 
vices of a professor of ethics 
and philosophy, (3) to survey 
the attitudes of about 300 local 
tennis 
players, 
and 
(4) 
to 
conduct two public meetings 
"where among other things the 
professors guide the local 
tennis players in role playing 
activities when* they take the 
part of the suffering local tennis 
buffs ” 
FR O X M IR E 
C A LLED 
the 
study "ridiculous,” and noted 
that $2,500 represents the entire 
federal income tax paid by a 
typical 
Am erican 
family. 
Wham! 
The 
senator's 
overhead 
smash went out of bounds in one 


regard The funds in question 
were allocated not by the Na­ 
tional Endowment for the 
Humanities directly, but rather 
through the authority of the 
Virginia state board in charge 
of such things. Otherwise his 
shots landed fairly within the 
bounds of senatorial hyperbole. 
The study was indeed substan­ 
tially as he described it The 
county’s recreation director, 
concerned that some local 
players had to wait four hours 
for a court, learned that the 
players were willing to try to 
monitor themselves. 


“ I thought that was fasci­ 
nating,’’ she said So she put in 
for the $2,500 grant, and the 
money followed. Only $1,800 
was spent. 
So much for the story; and 
thank vou, Senatore Proxmire. 


The senator could perform an 
even more significant service if 
he would look into the constitu 
tional justification for these 
follies. My guess is that he 
would find none 


In my own old-fashioned 
view, the power of Congress to 
tax the people and to spend the 
people’s money is strictly 
limited by the terms of the 
Constitution itself 
Appropria 
tions must be made “ by law,” 
and the laws, to be valid, must 
be made in pursuance of the 
Constitution The Constitution 
plainly sanctions appropria­ 
tions for the armed forces, for 
the postal 
service, 
for 
the 
federal courts, and for a 
seemingly endless parade of 
programs in the name of the 


Commerce Clause. 
BUT YOU CAN sit up all 
night, reading the Constitution 
line by line, and you will find 
nothing 
that 
authorizes 
the 
spending of federal tax funds 
for a study of bad manners on 
the tennis courts of arlington 
County 
No 
stretch 
of 
the 
imagination 
will 
suffice. 
Members of Congress w ho vote 
these funds are winking at their 
oaths of office. 
It is generally said, by those 
who defend a 
free-and-easy 
spending policy, that Congress 
has the power, after all, “ to 
provide for the general wel­ 
fare.” But a hundred Supreme 
Court justices, jumping up and 
down, never will persuade me 
that the phrase empowers the 
Congress to appropriate funds 
for anything and everything. 
Such a 
loose construction 
reduces much of Article One to 
mere surplusage; it mocks the 
ancient doctrine of enumerated 
powers; and it nullifies the 
sound doctrine that our Con­ 
stitution was intended not 
merely to empower, but also to 
restrain. 
Off and on for 30 years I have 
whooped it up for a change in 
the rules of the House and 
Senate My thought is to require 
that every bill carry a pre­ 
amble reciting the specific con­ 
stitutional authority on which 
the authors of the bill rely. Such 
a rule might not deter those 
members who are grandly 
agreeable to studying the frus 
trations of tennis players, but it 
might inhibit a few fellows who 
take the Constitution seriously. 
Trouble is, not many do.

We who are now old have

shaped the course of our lives 
At every age past childhood, 
our position depended on the 
numbers 
of 
people 
we 
in­ 
fluenced Our ideas and actions 
had meaning to others Theirs 
had importance for us 
We 
established and nurtured multi 
faceted associations Thereby, 
we achicsed status within and 
outside Of our perceived per­ 
sonal interests 
We won our 
place in the world through 
association with others. 


IN R ET IR E M E N T , the base 
of our actions was wiprxl away 
We no longer could influence

People must pay attention to

No one of us older Americans 
can carry the ball alone.

WASHINGTON — Inflation is 
just too bland a word. Speak 
rather in terms of $l-a-quart 
milk. Or $1 50-a-loaf bread. And 
that’s for starters. 
To fight off the terror of 
double^iigitism, Jim m y Carter 
has changed White House 
styles. Exactly 15 years ago, 
the late Jack Kennedy, faced by 
a U.S. Steel Corp 
price in­ 
crease, let it be known that his 
father, old Joe Kennedy, had 
warned him that "all business­ 
men were sons of bitches.” 
Then came a grinding war 
with the industry replete with 
“ deletes” and those full three 
and four 
page 
newspaper 
stories of what happened on the 
inside. Then came recession 
But recently 
when 
prices 
were raised by two steel com 
panies, President Carter had 
his big three, budget manager 
Bert Lance, Treasury Secre­ 
tary Mike Blum enthal and 
economic advisory 
council 
chairman Charlie Schultze, 
invite U.S. Steel chairman Ed 
Speer in for breakfast. 
For an hour and a quarter on 
May 5, they ate in the White 
House mess 
Mr. C arter’s 
heavies put their jawbones to 
double use 
They ate. They 
argued They opened the closet 
on the economic and public 
relations weaponry available to 
the government — as though 
Speer didn’t know — and U.S. 
Steel raised basic steel prices 
on April 9 by only 6 per cent 
instead of Republic Steel’s hike 
of 6.8 and 8.8 per cent. 
SO TH E SYM BO L of this ad­ 
ministration is the jawbone. 
But there’s more than steel in 
this game. More than industry 
There’s labor’s current drive 
for heavy wage increases and 
Cast of Living adjustments 
(COLA). Always remember, in 
addition to what impact the new 
collective bargaining months 
from now to the year’s end will 
bring, the big money is in the 
uncapped COLA An increase of 
1 per cent in inflation means an 
increase of $1 billion in nation­ 
wide upward income adjust­ 
ment all along the line. 
President Carter's heavy­ 
weights can jawbone steel and 
other industries to ease up But 
they can ’t 
jawbone 
labor 
leaders whose youthful rank 
and file want the cash on the 
line. And more cash Like the 
young $100-a-day coaldiggers, 
for example. And millions of 
others up for wage negotiations 
this year. 
That’s why, this past April 15, 
Jim my Carter called on the 
leaders of the four-year-old 
shadow, non-official Labor- 
Management Group (LM G ) of 
eight labor chiefs and eight 
industrialists to stonewall infla­ 
tion 
For labor, it’s naturally, 
George 
Meany, 
AFL-CIO, 
cross-country-hopping 82-year- 
old man of iron For industry, 
it’s General Electric chairman 
Reginald H. Jones. They're the 
respective leaders of each 
eight man LMG section 
At 2 p.m. on April 18, they 
met in their favorite hideaway, 
the Hay Adams Hotel, within 
hollering distance of the White 
House and the House of Labor 
At five p m. the President’s 
LM G 
liaison 
operative 
Treasury 
Secretary 
Mike 
Blumenthal — now also head of 
the Council on Wage and Price 
Stability 
came over for 
dinner and drinks He brought 
along I^ibor Secretary 
Ray 
Marshall 
In effect, after the camara­ 
derie subsided and Mike told 
them 
what 
the 
President 
wanted of them, they told him 
to return on May 18 with some 
written statements from the 
White House 


WHAT DID T IIE President 
believe was “ inflationary” ? 
Tell us what the White House 
wants What's Jim my Carter’s 
anti-inflation policy? 
Earlier they had been dis­ 
cussing labor chaos in the coal 
fields, which, in turn could 
affect steel and in turn, auto 
and 
other 
basic 
industries 
There was a rundown of the 
bloody civil war inside the 
United Mine Workers, the 
possibility 
of 
early 
rebel 
strikes, and it was decided that 
little could be done about any­ 
thing until the UMW presiden 
tial election pandemonium was 
over in mid June Then sup 


posedly, there’d be a stable 
coaldiggers’ chief. Maybe 
Since April 15, little has been 
heard officially from Blumen­ 
thal. There are joint LMG 
labor-management staff com­ 
mittees preparing for the full 
Labor-Management 
Group 
meeting in the Hay Adams on 
May 24. Sometimes the sub­ 
committees meet in AFL-CIO 
headquarters, sometimes in 
hotels. 
There are LMG 
members 
who are saying the President is 
showing more style than sub­ 
stance on 
practical, 
an ti­ 
inflation policies. But no one 
will say anything aloud 
in 
public. 
T H E 
17-M EM BER 
LM G , 
which has the nation’s house­ 
hold money in its hands, is 
under orders to keep their par­ 
leys a sundown operation — in 
these days of sunshine open 
decisions openly arrived at. 
Reg Jones and George Meany 
are strong 
men. 
Influential 
leaders. But the policy of abso­ 
lute silence has been imposed 
on the committee by Harvard’s 
Prof John Dunlop, the LM G co­ 
ordinator. 
So the nation's anti-inflation 
fight is shrouded in sundown. If 
Mike Blumenthal, who came to 


the April 15 meeting without 
documents 
or 
presidential 
statements, does come in with 
Jim m y Carter’s written pro­ 
posals on May 18, they will be 
secret documents 
So there won’t be any na­ 
tional sense of urgency. The 
four million workers whose 
contracts are now being nego­ 
tiated (such as Glenn Watt’s 
500,000-member 
Communica­ 
tion Workers of America bar­ 
gaining with AT&T), will pound 
their leaders for delivery of the 
“ best contract.” 
Without open national leader­ 
ship, openly 
outspoken, 
the 
nation’s rank and file, unaware 
that anything is being done to 
grind down inflation, will bal­ 
loon it before year’s end. And 
the $l-a-quart milk and $1.50 
bread will be on the kitchen 
table. One can’t eat cake all the 
time. 


Ancient Canal 
Ancient Egyptians first dug a 
canal in the isthmus of Suez 
about 4,000 years ago; it linked 
the Nike with the Bitter Lakes 
in the Isthmus and the Red Sea.

WASHINGTON - (N EA ) - 
The drive for a constitutional 
amendment 
outlawing 
abor­ 
tions has taken a new twist this 
year which Congress can no 
longer afford to ignore. 
Frustrated by congressional 
inaction, right-to-life groups 
are now trying to get state 
legislatures to force the calling 
of a 
national 
constitutional 
convention to overturn the 1973 
Supreme 
Court 
decision 
legalizing abortion. 
Preposterous? Don’t be too 
sure. Eight states have already 
approved formal applications 
to Congress demanding a 
constitutional convention and 
similar resolutions are moving 
through the legislative mill in 
at least 15 other states. 
That is pretty substantial 
progress towards the two-thirds 
total (34 states) required to 
trigger a convention call, 
especially when you realize 
that five of the petitions were 
approved in a span of just four 
months. 
TH E FACT THAT there has 
never been a 
constitutional 
convention since the founding 
fathers first assembled to draft 
our basic charter does 
not 
preclude the possibility that one 
might be held in the future. 
Article V of the Constitution 
specifically 
provides 
two 
separate avenues for amending 
the Constitution. The familiar 
route is for Congress to approve 
a proposed amendment by a 
two-thirds vote of each house 
and for three-fourths of the 
state legislatures to ratify it. 
But Article V also stipulates 
that Congress 
shall 
call 
a 
constitutional convention to 
consider a proposed amend­ 
ment if two-thirds of the state 
legislatures petition it to do so. 
Any amendment adopted by 
such a convention would still 
need 
retafication 
by 
three- 
fourths of the states to become 
effective. 
It is this second, uncharted 
course which anti-abortion 
forces are now pursuing for the 
first time as a supplement to 
their continuing, and thus far 
fruitless, 
frontal 
assault on 
Congress. 
TH E TACTICAL SH IFT has 
created some dissension and 
uneasiness 
within 
the 
anti- 


abortion 
movement. 
Dr. 
Mildred Jefferson, president of 
the 
National 
Right-to-Life 
Committee, has opposed the 
move for a 
constitutional 
convention, fearing it could 
dilute the impact of the lob­ 
bying 
campaign 
to 
get 
Congress to approve a “ human 
life 
amendment. 


But Dan Buckley, chairman 
of 
the 
newly 
organized 
Americans for a Constitutional 
Convention, contends the state 
legislative route gives anti­ 
abortion advocates a two-edged 
sword. 


“ On the one hand, if pursued 
all the way to a convention, 
Congress is by-passed com­ 
pletely. On the other hand, oncfc 
a convention seems inevitable, 
or even likely, Congress may 
well decide to pass its own anti­ 
abortion ame ament to stop the 
convention d rive ,” Buckley 
said 
in 
his 
group’s 
first 
newsletter. 


Buckley and his allies con­ 
tend that state legislators ar 
flocking to the convention cause 
because 
they 
are 
“ more 
responsive” to the public will 
than members of Congress. | 


P E R H A P S SO. But having 
seen a few state legislatures in 
action, 
we 
suspect 
their 
members are simply less able 
to withstand the kind of single- 
minded, emotional lobbying 
pressure the foes of abortion 
exert wherever they go. 
• 


“ We’ve always known state 
legislators were much more 
vulnerable,” 
said 
Karen 
Mulhauser, director of the 
“ pro-choice” National Abortion 
Rights Action League. 
“ We 
suspected the other side could 
use this convention route and 
are just surprised it took them 
so long to land on it." 


Supporters of legal abortions 
believe the drive for a con­ 
stitutional convention will lose 
its momentum as it nears the 
magic goal of 34 states. “ It’s 
easy to vote for a ‘con-con’ 
resolution if you are the 9th 
state, or the 12th. But if you are 
the 33rd state, you have to be 
more responsible and decide 
whether a convention is really a 
wise idea,” Mulhauser said.

Bomb Rips 
U.S. Center 
In Madrid 


MADRID, Spain (U P I) - A 
bomb wrecked part of the US. 
Cultural Center in Madrid early 
today, only hours before Vice 
President Walter Mondale ar­ 
rived on an official visit. 
The porter of the building was 
cut by flying glass. There were 
no other injuries. 
The bomb squad of Spanish 
security police was investigat­ 
ing the blast, believed to have 
been caused by a powerful 
plastic explosive. There was no 
Known connection between the 
bombing and Mondale’s visit. 
An anonymous telephone call 
to a Madrid newspaper at­ 
tributed the bombing to the 
October 
1 
Antifascist 
Revolutionary 
Group, 
an 
organization that threw Spain 
into a crisis earlier this year by 
kidnaping two high government 
officials. 


In a call to E l Pais, a man 
said he spoke for the group 
known as GRAPO and that 
their bomb attack was “ against 
the Yankees,” an E l Pais editor 
said 
The bomb was placed under a 
soft drink vending machine in a 
classroom 
section 
on 
the 
ground floor of the modern 
building that houses the center. 
"It must have been enor­ 
mously powerful,” US. Ambas­ 
sador Wells Stabler said as he 
viewed the damage. 


The bomb devastated an area 
of about 500 square yards.

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — When using rickrack as trim on a 
garment how can one sew it on for easy ironing7 — 
OLIVE. 
DEAR OLIVE — Rickrack can be put on either by 
hand or with machine stitching. Pin on and then baste. I 
prefer applying it with hand stitching for easy ironing. 
Sew each point (just catch with one stitch) on each side 
with the thread going under the fabric from point to 
point. If the rickrack is large and wide, an extra stitch 
can be made down between each point. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve concerns the local super­ 
market. After they have advertised an item for sale, to my 
chagrin I cannot find it on the shelves and I am told it will not 
be in until afternoon. Then the clerks do not offer to give me 
the same price on a similar item. I find this frustrating as I 
prefer to shop in the mornings and do not want to make a se­ 
cond trip back for that special item. — CAROL. 
DEAR POLLY — I have help for the reader who found her 
windows coated with a film that several window cleaners 
would not remove. Kerosene is good for removing some types 
of film and dingy coating but only a very, very few drops 
should be put in quite warm water (almost hot to the touch) or 
else the kerosene will leave a film that is almost impossible to 
remove. Using a bit of kerosene in window washing water 
prevents spotting from rain drops and keeps flies from adher­ 
ing to the windows, thus preventing fly spots. 
When typing the zip code on envelopes type the zip code in 
red. The numbers will be easier for the postal employees to 
read and make their work faster and easier. — N.S. 
DEAR POLLY — I wonder if you or any of the readers have 
tried using any kind of hair spray on their ARTIFICIAL plants 
to erase the dust and make them shiny again. I have and it 
really works. I also applied this to my fireplace that is built of 
old red bricks. They do not have to be painted or revarnished 
as the hair spray really does the trick.

He 
said it “ will certainly have a

concerned about others,” White 
said, “We believe a sound and 
workable energy program can 
be developed on the basis of M r.
